Eagleton no doub t has the edge over Davis in challenging Long.

new belt. 
Or, it might be mo re 
accurate to say , they are pre­ 
paring to switch to suspenders, 
with no belt at all to ho ld us in. 
The bill which, at this writing, 
has passed the Ho use o f Repre­ 
sentativ es wo uld to tally elim i­ 
nate any go ld-co v er limitatio n o r 
the gro wth o f liabilities o f 
the 
banking sy stem . In o ther wo rds, 
there wo uld tie no further r e ­ 
strictio n o n ex pansio n o f the na­ 
tio n’s mo netary dimensio ns. 
This isn’t the first time the 
pro blem has co me up. In 19 44 a 
40 per cent go ld-co v er rule was 
reduced to 25 per cent. And in 
19 6 5 the limitatio n was relax ed 
so as to apply o nly to Federal 
Reserv e No tes, and no lo nger to 
the depo sit liabilities o f the Fed­ 
eral Reserv e Sy stem. 
We hav e 
been buy ing new mo netary belts 
fro m time to time when the o ld 
o ne go t unpleasantly tight. 
But 
we hav en’t refo rmed the natio n­ 
al fiscal habits which caused the 
pro blem to co me up perio dically . 
The underly ing difficult has teen 
ex cessiv e spending by the feder­ 
al go v ernment - - i n particular, 
the 
go v ernment’s 
spending o f 
large sums it do esn’t hav e. We 
will no t pause to describe, in 
technical term s, the pro cess by 
which go v ernment deficits 
are 
co nv erted 
into 
mo netary ex ­ 


pansio n dispro po rtio nate to o ur 
ability to ex pand o utput. 
But it 
is abo ut as inev itable as the co n­ 
v ersio n o f an ex cessiv e intake o f 
fo o d into po unds aro und 
y o ur 
middle. 
The 
rapid 
ex pansio n o f o ur 
mo ney supply is the cause o f o ur 
inflatio n at ho me and o f the dif­ 
ficulties we hav e in preserv ing 
the internatio nal v alue o f the do l­ 
lar. 
These are the sy mpto ms o f 
bad fiscal habits o f the past which, 
unfo rtunately , seem to hav e be­ 
co me wo rse in the present. In 
the present y ear the go v ern­ 
ment deficit will be a spectac­ 
ular $20 billio n. 
At present attentio n is co n­ 
centrated o n the pro cess o f d is­ 
carding the o ld 25 per cent go ld 
co v er and getting a new mo netary 
belt. There is really no need fo r 
great haste. 
The present bank­ 
ing law has escape clauses un­ 
der which the Federal Reserv e 
Sy stem co uld co ntinue to ex pand 
its no te issue, ev en when the 25 
per cent go ld co v er is used up. 
That 
is 
to 
say , 
the belt is 
stretchable to a degree. 
The really impo rtant thing is 
fo r Co ngress to pause and co n­ 
sider what bro ught the co untry 
to this po int -- and then do so m e­ 
thing abo ut it by putting the go v ­ 
ernment o n a strict fiscal diet. 
There’s o nly o ne cure fo r o v er­ 
spending, as there’s o nly o ne 
cure fo r o v ereating. Sto p do ing 
it. We o ught to think o f this as 
we co ntemplate discarding o ur 
go ld-co v er belt.
